(Of course during kis days at KNEW ® v or at Oakland when 
botk you and I were en together fer tkat length of time tkis wae 
fairly usual but oven tkon tkat depended upon the quality of tke 
diseuasien and tke person ko was interviewing He thanked no for 
having arranged tke whole thing and I feel tkat I've re-established 
#u r old lines of communication emce again skeuld anything materialize 
»f significance which yeu nay wish te utilize. In fact, J* e teld me 
that he said yeu could, call anytime you wished collect when you had 
sea® thing to mention* (l understand that you kad done tkis and that 
you kad called him on March 10 about tke news conference. When I 
asked Joe hew that went he teld no that yeu said only abeut two or 
three newsmen showed up* Was that a e?) .. 

Incidentally, if y®u desire to write J o° his complete address 
ia : 6405 Braun 3 t», Oakland, Calif. I'm sura a letter to kis address 
there won't get lest in the shuffle as it would if you sent kia any- 
thing to his studie address. 

I wanted^ to mention a few other things here but I 'a hurrying te 
get this in the mail new.

•f tke SatEv«P*st of Eeb. 24, 19^4 letter column in which Kerry 
l’keraley appears which you requested a long time ago. Isn't it in- 
teresting that Tkernley wakes no mention of the fact that ko knew 
Oswald? Or was he saving it for kis testimony l*t«r •», and if so, 
why?
